Energy Program 
Seeks 5 Per Cent 
Reduction In Use 


WASHINGTON (A P )—President 
Nixon was expected to call today for a 
5 per cent reduction in personal con­ 
sumption of energy, led by govern­ 
ment efforts to cut energy use by 7 per 
cent. 
The President also was expected to 
propose 
a 
m ajor 
governm ent 
reorganization to collect energy and 
resource management programs in a 
proposed new department built around 
the present Interior Department. 
Atomic energy development ac­ 
tivities were to be divorced from the 
Atomic Energy Commission and wed 
to In te rio r’s fossil-fuel research 
program s under a new 
Energy 
Research and Development Adminis­ 
tration. 
Energy policy-making and program 
coordination was to be focused through 
a new White House “energy czar”- 
Colorado’s Gov. John A. Love-to be 
named assistant to the President and 
director of a new White House Energy 
Policy Office. 
The administration also was known 
to be considering conversion of its 
voluntary gasoline and oil allocation 
program into a mandatory program, 
to assure fair distribution of short fuel 
supplies. 
But that measure was not included in 
the P resid en t’s energy m essage, 
according to a detailed description 
obtained by the Associated Press. 
The President called for these steps 
that would affect consumers: 
—A slowing down of cars on the 
highways to save gas. 
—An easing up on summer air- 
conditioning to save electricity. 
—And a turning down of heater 


thermostats in the winter to conserve 
fuel. 
In addition to the proposed govern­ 
ment reorganization, federal energy 
research would be pursued in a $ 10- 
billion program spread over five 
years, starting with fiscal 1975.

m essage: 
—Proposal of legislation to create a 
new D epartm ent of Energy and 
N atural R esources (DENR), a b ­ 
sorbing all of the Interior Department 
except its energy research programs, 
plus components of other agencies. 


—Proposal

Development 
Ad­ 
ministration (ERDA) taking over the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s $2.5 
billion program of nuclear materials 
production, reacto r developm ent, 
military applications, and physical, 
medical and environmental research.

research funding to total $10 billion 
over five years starting in fiscal 1975; 
an increase of $100 million for energy 
research in the fiscal 1974 budget, but 
without increasing the total budget, an 
indication the funds would be diverted 
from other programs. At least half of 
the $100 million would go into research 
on coal technology. 


—The Atomic Energy Commission, 
shorn of most of its budget and m an­ 
power, would retain only its licensing 
and regulatory functions and would be 
renamed the Nuclear Energy Com­ 
mission. 


—A request that states reduce legal 
speed limits. 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Ousted 
presidential counsel John W Dean III 
told the Senate Watergate hearings 
today that he knows of no legal work 
done at the White House concerning 
subpoenaing 
of 
the 
President 
by 
Congress. 
Shortly before Dean began his fifth 
day of testimony, Sen. Howard H. 
Baker Jr., R-Tenn., the committee 
vice chairman, appealed to President 
Nixon to give a sworn account of his 
meetings with his accuser. Dean, but 
said he believes the Constitution bars 
the committee from compelling the 
President to testify. 
Sen. Joseph M. Montoya, DN M., the 
first questioner of Dean today, asked 
about legal work performed by White 
House lawyers on separation of powers 
and executive privilege. 
Dean said neither he nor anyone else 
he knew of had worked on such m at­ 
ters in relation to any subpoena of 
Nixon. Montoya did not directly 
suggest that Nixon be subpoenaed. 
The committee heard Thursday that 
the President suggested through an 
aide last March that his attorney 
general publicly attack a charge by 
Sen. I./well P. Weicker Jr., R-Conn , 
that top White House aides knew of or 
condoned political espionage. 
The Senate panel obtained a tran­ 
script of the conversation between 
then-presidential adviser John I). 
Ehrlichm an and then-Atty. Gen. 
Richard G. Klemdienst from federal 
prosecutors who subpoenaed the tape 
recording from Ehrlichman’s files. 
Both men have resigned since the 
conversation took place on March 28.

called Kleindienst to discuss news 
reports of a statement by Sen. I/well 
P. Weicker Jr., R-Conn., a member of 
the W atergate committee. 
Ehrlichman said the President had 
told him to call acting FBI Director I* 
Patrick Gray III to have Gray check 
with Weicker to find out what the 
charges were about. 
The attorney general referred to 
Weicker as “ kind of an excitable kid’’ 
and 
suggested

alienated. 
Weicker read the transcript at the 
hearing as an indication of what he 
called Nixon administration efforts to 
interfere with members of the com­ 
mittee.

Kleindienst said he shared that 
concern. 
Dean has testified there was talk at 
the White House about that time to try 
to pin the' scandal on Mitchell, to keep 
it away from the White House.

Kleindienst noted 
that convicted burglar James W 
McCord Jr. had made his claims of 
perjury and pressure to keep silent in a

John Gilligan’s record $9.9 
billion budget bill late Thursday night 
after the usual partisan debate over 
responsibility for state .spending 
levels. 
The record budget, which will 
finance state operations for two years 
starting Sunday, passed tin* Holist' 88- 
JO at 10.55 p.m., 85 minutes after the 
Senate gave its approval 80-2. 
leaders said the bill was being 
printed and may In* sent Unlay to 
Giiligan, who said he would sign it 
when lie received 
it despite ob­ 
jections In* has to cuts in allocations U> 
some state departments and agencies. 
Before voting, senators debated an 
hour after hearing members of the 
joint budget conference committee 
explain compromises reached between 
the Se nab* and House during meetings 
over the past IO days. 
Members of both parties hailed tin* 
com prom ise and exchanged com ­ 
pliments over the manner in which 
agreement was reached, and Sen 
Richard G. Reichel, R-29 Massillon, 
was the only senator speaking against 
it. 
Reichel attacked it Utterly, in effect 
acc using his Republican colleague's of 
selling out to the Democratic ad­ 
ministration. Ile said the* legislature 
“for the first time in history” is giving 
U> a governor more than he requested 
and added “ PII bet he (Giiligan) is the* 
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happiest man in Ohio tonight.” 
1110 Massillon attorney, describing 
himself as “a lone voice in the night,” 
said even after priority shifts and cuts 
made by majority Republicans in Uh* 
Senate, the budget comes out at $18 
million more than Giiligan requested. 
Several members of tile House spoke 
against the bill, including Minority 
I/cader Charles F. K ut fess, R-88 Bowl­ 
ing Green, who said he was “tired” of 
seeing tin' legislature continue to 
advocate tax reform and do nothing 
about it. 
He brushed aside as insignificant a 
$50 million income tax relief provision 
for married couples who file joint 
returns.

Of the $9.9 billion total—compared to 
a record $8 1 billion two years ago— 
about half of tin* sfiending is from 
roUiry funds, highway funds, revenue 
sharing, and other sources which do 
not involve direct state Uix dollars. 
State general revenue spending will 
total about $4.9 billion in the upcoming 
biennium, about 14 per cent more than 
the $4.3 billion iii the current biennium. 
About 77 per cent of the general 
revenue spending will provide record 
outlays for primary, secondary and 
higher education along with welfare, 
mental health and corrections. 
Primary and secondary education 
will receive about $17 billion (35 per 
cent of the general revenue budget); 
higher education, $775 million (15 per 
cent); welfare, $801 million (17 per 
cent); mental health and corrections, 
about IO lier cent. 
IYo|>erty Uix relief in the form of 
continued IO per cent rollbacks, totals 
$347.2 million (7.1 per cent). Income 
tax relief will cost $44 million, and 
expansion of tin1 homestead exemption 
tax, $8 million. 
'Hie income tax reductions will go 
mostly to wage earners in tile lower 
income brackets. Working couples 
with a combined income of $10,(MM) or 
less a year will get a cut of 20 per cent. 
Those who earn between $10,(MM) and 
$20,(MMI receive a 12 per cent reduction 
and those earning above $20,(KH), 5 |x*r 
cent. 
Senate Finance Chairm an Max 
Dennis, R IO Wilmington, said that 
while tie realized the income tax 
reduction may lie small, he feels it is 
important “as a gesture to show tin' 
taxpayers that we want to put some 
restraints on the levels of spending.”

Ohio House Approves State M inim um Wage Measure 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-T he Ohio 
House has approved a bill establishing 
a minimum wage and a more con­ 
troversial proposal 
expanding 
the 
powers of the Civil Rights Com­ 
mission. 


Passage of both came during a 
hectic legislative day that included 
final approval of Gov. John Gilligan’s 
$9.9 billion budget, as well as several 
other major bills. 
The 
Senate 
approved 
an 
ad­ 
m inistration bill reorganizing the 
executive branch and establishing a 
five-member commission that could 
proceed with creation of a state lottery 
without further legislative action. 


Following the long day, both Houses 
adjourned until Monday. They plan 
sessions 
Monday 
and 
Tuesday, 
followed by a recess through the 
remainder of the July 4 holiday week. 
The bill establishing a minimum 
wage law of $1.60 an hour ($1.30 for 
agricultural employes) was approved 
87-9. Expansion of the Civil Rights 
Commission authority was approved 
55-42 
Both now go to the Senate. 
Rep. Barney Quilter, D-47 To-ledo, 
carried the minimum wage bill to the 


floor. He called it a step forward for 
some 500,-000 Ohioans not covered by 
the federal law. 
The $1.80 minimum would go into 
effect Jan. I in all counties over 300,000 
population. Employers in 
counties 
under that population could pay $1.40 
until Jan. I, 1975. 


The bill would perm it the director of 
industrial relations to lower the 
minimum for the handicapped em ­ 
ployes and apprentices, particularly 
those in hard core unemployment 
areas. 
Major classes of workers to tx* 
covered, Q uilter said, would be 
domestics, retail clerks, waitresses, 
state and local government employes, 
hotel and motel workers and motion 
theater employes. 


Businesses w ith a gross sales of less 
than $95,000 annually would be 
exempt, Quilter said. “We are not 
forcing fam ily-run stores, sm all 
farm ers and small independents to pay 
more than they can afford,” he added. 
An opponent, Rep. William G. 
Batchelder, R-93 Medina, said the 
measure would hit hardest at unskilled 
youths who need jobs, particularly 
blacks. 


“What does it m atter if a black youth 
must tx* paid $1.60 an hour if that 
amount keeps him from getting a 
job?” he asked. 


I/ingest debate of the afternoon 
centered on expansion of the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission’s authority. 
The bill, which won party line ap­ 
proval in the Democratic controlled 
House, was almost certain to run into 
trouble in the Republican-dominated 
Senate. 


In addition to giving the commission 
authority 
over 
cases 
of 
sex 
discrimination, the bill 
gives the 
commission 
power to 
arrest and 
convict violators, particularly those 
who have contracts with the state. 
One co-sponsor, Rep. 
Norm an 
Murdock, R-21 Cincinnati, asked that 
his name be taken off the bill. He was 
one of its strongest critics. 
“The bill goes far beyond what I 
expected it to do,” said Murdock. “It 
makes the Civil Rights Commission a 
super god, a super king, in the State of 
Ohio.” 
The m ain sponsor, Rep. Pete 
Crossland, D-42 Akron, said it would 
bring Ohio law into conformity with 
federal statutes and keep the state 


eligible for $100,000 in federal sub­ 
sidies. 
’Die bill would expand the com­ 
m ission’s 
right 
to 
initiate 
in­ 
vestigations of discrimination on the 
basis of color, race or sex. 


(opponents contended that 25 per 
cent of the bill had nothing to do with 
federal 
conform ity 
or 
sex 
discrimination. They said it would be a 
tool for harassment of businesses and 
professional people 
Sen. Anthony O. Calabrese, D-22 
Cleveland, was the prime sponsor of 
the 
adm inistration 
bill 
which 
authorizes merger of the Departments 
of 
Personnel, 
Public 
Works, 
and 
Finance into a new Department of 
Administrative Services. 


Part of the Finance Department 
would become the separate Bureau of 
Budget Management. 
Calabrese told the Senate that the 
new departm ent 
would 
provide 
“greater efficiency at a savings in 
taxpayers’ dollars.” 
Joining in support of the measure 
was Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R-7 
Cincinnati, who said the new depart­ 
ment would require no additional 
personnel or funding. He recalled that 


such a department was included in 
recommendations of (fie Little Hoover 
Commission under former GO!’ Gov 
James A Rhodes 
Maloney said the new agency should 
result in a savings of about $35,OOO in 
its first year of operation. 
The bill went to the House on a vote 
of 29-3. 
Sen. Ronald M Mottl, D 24 Parma, 
won 30-2 approval of a bill authorizing 
the governor to appoint a five member 
commission to establish a state lot 
tory. The unpaid commission would Im* 
headed by an executive director whose 
salary would be $35,(HK) a year. 
The proposal was amended on the 
floor to |x*rmit the commission to !*• 
headquartered in a city other than 
Columbus if the commission desires 
language was also deleted that would 
have exempted lottery winnings from 
state income and inheritance taxes. 
In the Senate, a hill that would have 
allowed police and firemen to live 
outside city boundaries was defeated. 
Fourteen senators voted for it, while 
15 voted against it. The bill needed 17 
favorable votes for passage. 
Opponents contended the measure 
was riot needed. Sen. Paul R. Matin, R- 
25 Westlake, said a city could by or­ 


dinance permit 
employes to 
live 
outside its Ixtundaries. 
The Senate passed and sent to the 
House a hill that would require private 
contractors to post a bond equal to the 
contract for state work. The vote was 
29-1. 
I Ti vote contractors now post bonds 
of 50 |>er cent of tin* price for any state 
project. 
TTie Senate also approved a House 
filii reducing from 31 to 21 years the 
time probate court records must lie 
kept. 
It also adopted a resolution urging 
state officials to phase out Cleveland 
State 
Hospital gradually and 
ac­ 
company the phase out “with adequate 
aftercare service” 
for 
discharged 
mental patients. 
Hie House, in other action, approved 
hills that would: 
Permit the pay of a public employe 
to he deducted for a debt pooling 
company or a debt counselling service, 
which would, in turn, pay off his debts. 
Permit joint county-community 
health and retardation programs to 
levy a property tax. 
Require use of signs and flashing 
amber lights on motor vehicles being 
used to transport pre-school children.

Stock Exchange clung to a 544-to-500 
lead over declining issues. 
Analysts noted the market also was 
plagued by rumors of increasing in­ 
terest rates, a sagging dollar abroad 
as well as more Watergate testimony 
next week and the upcoming fight ovei 
the Cambodian bombing issue. 
H.J. Heinz was the most^active issue 
on the Big Board, down % at 41. Most 
of that action came in a 172,900-share 
block traded at 41.

NKW YOUK (AP) - May Im* some of 
you country clubbers wouldn’t com­ 
plain so loudly about your dues if you 
knew how much it costs to maintain 
that lush golf course you so casually 
abuse. 
'Hie typical course* that could Im* 
maintained for $3,162 a hole in 1958 now 
coats $6,243a hole, and like most things 
in life the* increase is accelerating. 
Expenses last year rose 5.3 per cent, 
which re*ally isn’t so liad as to make 
you spill your drink. Your household 
expenses probably rose more than 
that 
An accounting firm, Harris, Kerr, 
Forster & Co., broke down the costs of 
operating IOO clubs coast to coast, and 
now you have* some dollar signs to 
think about every time you make* a 
divot with your five iron. 
The biggest item, as it always has 
lM*en, is labor, which averaged out in 
the* survey to $3,833 a hole, to which 
must be added $437 in payroll taxes 
and employe benefits. 
Course su|iplie*s and contracts addl'd 
another $919; repairs to equipment, 
buildings, water and drainage systems 
tacked on $597, and “all other ex­ 
penses” put $457 on the tab, bringing 
the* total to $6,243. 
But this is an average, and in a 
country so large and diverse as the 
Unites! States, averages lie. The 
operator of a Pacific Coast club might 
give a consultant free golf privileges if 
he told him how to reduce his costs to 
that of a Midwest club. 
Here’s tile breakdown: East $5,852, 
South $6,901, Midwest $5,166, and Far 
West $8,150. The accounting firm 
didn’t specify the reasons for the 
spread, but topographical and climatic 
conditions, and life styles, clearly 


played a role. 
There is one more cost factor that 
isn’t included on the line called “total 
golf course maintenance.” It is called 
“golf shop, caddy and committee ex­ 
pulses, and it adds $1,216, making total 
golf expeases $7,459. 
But then there is another side to the 
ledger that puts all these figures into 
reverse. The accountants put it on a 
line called “income from golf fees, golf 
carts, driving range, etc.” and subtact 
it from total golf expenses. 
While the average of such income 
was $3,016, the regional differences 
again were great: $1,980 in the East, 
$3,280 South, $2,747 Midwest and $5,394 
in the Far West. 
Because this income was highest in 
areas 
where expeases were also 
highest, net golf expenses throughout 
the country were surprisingly near the 
$4,443 average in all geographical 
divisions. 
Country clubs do, of course, have 
income other than from golf. Members 
pay 
dues, 
for 
exam ple, which 
averaged $657 last year, an increase of 
$40 in one year, and about double the 
dues of 1958. 
And they eat and drink at the clubs. 
Food and beverage sales averaged 
$611 |M*r club last year, which might 
convince certain indulgent members 
that they are contributing by their 
presence at the bar, until they realize 
that many clubs lose money on such 
operations.

NEW YORK (AP) — “What am I 
going to do when I retire?” 
This question stirs a feeling akin to 
panic in many Americans as they near 
the end of their time in harness. 
Most of us complain now and then 
about how routine our lives are, but as 
retirement looms we begin to look 
upon that routine as a kind of sanc­ 
tuary.

Survivors agree that the best way to 
minimize retirem ent panic is to 
prepare for it ahead of the event by 
making constructive plans on where 
you will live and how you will spend 
your time.

Speaking Of Your Health

My husband can barely walk up the 
steps in our house without gasping for 
breath. 
He smokes like a chimney and is 
more than 30 lbs. overweight. Could 
this be the beginning of emphysema? 
Mrs. E.G.,Calif. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
You have given me a portrait of a 
person who is an excellent candidate 
for thid diagnosis, but other conditions 
should first be ruled out. 
Shortness of breath can be caused by 
heart disorders and other lung con­ 
ditions besides emphysema. 
If emphysema is present it is not the 
beginning, but rather already a firmly 
fixed condition which probably has 
been overlooked and ignored for many 
years. 
It is sad to find so many good, 
valuable, productive humans being 
reduced to chronic invalids because 
they refuse to face the scientifically 
proven hazard of cigarette smoking. 
Of course, there may be other causes 
for emphysema, such as air pollution, 
chronic bronchitis, and exposure to 
occupational fumes. 
But undoubtedly, years of inhaling 
cigarette smoke is the greatest factor 
in producing emphysema. 
The added pounds do not themselves 
cause emphysema. They simply add 
an extra burden on the hear and lungs, 
and therefore breathing becomes more 
difficult, especially with exertion. 
There is no guesswork in the 
diagnosis of emphysema. X-rays of the 
lungs and pulmonary function tests 
can give evidence of emphysema. 
A great many complicated chemical 
analyses of the blood can demonstrate 
impairment of lung function. All over 
America, special centers exist for the 
treatment of emphysema. 
Unfortunately this condition is not 
usually reversible. When once the 
changes occur, the lungs rarely return 
to normal. 
At best, therefore, treatment is 
aimed at keeping the disorder from 
progressing, and at the same time 
offering as much relief as possible. 
A number of drugs, along with 
postural exercises, are effective. The 
key, however remains, in the total 
absence of all tobacco. 
Your husband must be induced to 
seek the medical attention that he has 


obviously neglected. 


I once had a bad reaction to a 
typhoid injection. I am planning to 
travel abroad again and wonder if this 
protection is necessary. 
MissD.S.,N.C. 
Dear Miss S.: 
The milk and water supplies of most 
European countries are safe. The 
possibility of typhoid infections is 
insignificant. 
If, however, you are planning to go to 
a Far Eastern country, or expect to be 
in tropical or sub-tropical areas, it 
would be wise to have this protection. 
Cholera and yellow fever im ­ 
munization should be considered, too, 
if traveling in these areas. 
Your local Health Department and 
the United States Health Department 
should be consulted about existing 
epidemics in various parts of the 
world. 
The fact that you once had a bad 
reaction does not necessarily mean 
that another such experience is 
inevitable.

I look 
forward to meeting the Lord.” 
Curiously, the medical conclusion 
that she would live only about another 
four years came as she neared com­ 
pletion of a massive commentary on 
the Book of Revelation, which also 
hints at dire consequences for such 
work. 
‘‘It’s a joke among my friends,” Dr. 
Ford said in an an interview. ‘‘It would 
be superstition to think that the curse 
really was operative. I see it with a 
sense of humor, a coincidence.” 
Nevertheless, she cited cases of four 
other Biblical scholars in this country 
and Great Britain who have met early 
deaths from heart attacks, accidents 
or abrupt infirmities after doing 
studies of the mystical last book of the 
Bible. 
It warns, in Rev. 22:18, that if 
anyone adds to the “words of the 
prophecy of this book, God will add to 
him the plagues described in this 
book.” 
Dr. 
Ford, 
a 
New 
Testament 
professor at the University of Notre 
Dame, declined to specify her age, 
saying ladies don’t do that. But she 
looks young, perhaps in her late 30s. 
She has worked five years on the 1,100- 
page commentary, to be published by 
Doubleday late this year. 
It’s part of a comprehensive Anchor 
series of commentaries on the entire 
Bible. 
“I’ve learned a lot about how it feels 
to be approaching death,” she said. 
She said her doctors a year ago 
diagnosed her as suffering from a 


terminal case of lupus erythematosus, 
a progressive deterioration of tissue 
and organs. 
“I was a little perplexed at my own 
reactions,” she said. “I enjoy this life 


immensely, but I find myself an­ 
ticipating the next. It’s like being on a 
hill and seeing it all in perspective and 
in proportion.”

Fuel Cleanup 
Continues 
At Rawson 


RAWSON, Ohio (AP) - State of­ 
ficials said the cleanup of 100,000 
gallons of jet aviation fuel spilled into 
Ottawa Creek was “ progressing fairly 
smoothly” today and the threat of an 
explosion was lessening every hour. 
But Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency spokesmen continued to advise 
people to remain out of the area in 
eastern Hancock County because of 
the explosive potential of the mixture 
of aviation fuel, additives 
and 
Naphtha. 
EPA officials said about 85 per cent 
of the spill had been contained to an 
area of the creek near where it 
escaped from a high pressure pipeline 
of the Buckeye Pipeline Co. Thursday. 
The fuel was being pumped out of the 
water, they said. 
The other 15 per cent, or about 15,000 
gallons, spread into the Blanchard 
River where the creek empties into it, 
but officials said that also was con­ 
tained and was being pumped out. 
The EPA said most of the cleanup 
should be completed by Saturday 
night. Officials planned to fly over the 
area today to get a wider view of the 
situation. 
There still was “ some danger” of an 
explosion, officials said, adding that 
the threat was much less than if 
gasoline had been spilled, as was 
believed at first. 
An undetermined number of fish 
were killed by the spill, the EPA said. 
The cause of the spill was not 
determined immediately.

Predicted 


BOSTON (AP) — As many as 10,000 
persons may be victims of fireworks 
accidents this Fourth of July period, 
the National Fire Protection Associ­ 
ation predicted today. 
Charles S. Morgan, president of the 
international fire safety organization, 
said bootleggers are making it easy for 
unwary Americans to observe the holi­ 
day with “toys” capable of burning, 
blinding, maiming and even killing. 
“Despite legislation in many states 
which limits pyrotechnics to licensed 
public displays, sale of fireworks is 
widespread through vigorous activity 
by persons motivated by profit rather 
than 
concern for public safety,” 
Morgan said. 
As many as half of fireworks ac? 
cident victims are children under age 
ll, the association said. 
There are no such things as “safe” 
fireworks or “safe” ways to handle 
them, Morgan said. 
Morgan said sparklers, especially 
popular with small children, can reach 
a temperature of 2,000 degrees, remain 
very hot long after they stop sparking, 
and in an instant can ignite clothing 
and hair.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — The director 
of the Ohio Department of Highway 
Safety called Thursday for mandatory 
seatbelt usage legislation, stating it 
would save 10,000 to 20,000 lives a year. 
Eugene O’Grady, speaking at the 
67th Annual Convention of the Ohio 
American Automobile Association, 
said “That’s a great chunk of the 57,000 
fatalities recorded last year.” 
Tile director said that the use of air 
bags would also save lives, but their 
use is at least two years away. 
“ While we’re waiting those two 
years, thousands of lives are being lost 
needlessly,” O’Grady said. “ Safety 
belts are here, now, they’re paid for, 
and they work.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
School Supt. Martin Essex said 
Thursday night the legislature in 
passing a biennium budget providing 
$1.7 billion for schools dealt honestly 
with many of Ohio’s major education 
needs. 
Essex credited the state income tax 
for enabling the legislature to “ deal 
effectively in a effort to meet the 
distinct and complex problems facing 
Ohio’s diverse school districts without 
a tax increase.” 
He noted the state support provided 
in the 1973-75 budget is a 54 per cent 
increase over the amount in the 1969-71 
budget. And ifs a $260 million jump 
over the amount provided in the last 
budget, he said.

W orld Shrim p 


Catch Predicted 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - A world 
record of more than a billion dollars in 
value for the 1973 shrimp catch is being 
predicted by the National Marine 
Fisheries Service. 
This would follow on a record crop 
for the United States shrimp industry 
in 1972 of $955 to $974 million dollars. 
The prediction is based on studies of 
past increases and prelim inary esti­ 
mates for last year. 
“ No fishery in the United States or 
anywhere in the world can match the 
performance, sales and market value 
of the shrimp industry,” says Philip M. 
Roedel, director of the service. In 1967, 
shrimp became the first fishery in his­ 
tory to earn fishermen as much as $100 
million. Texas led in landings last 
year, displacing louisiana, which had 
led for three years.

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Safety Makes 
Bike Riding Fun 


Everything Readied For Ashvilie's 
44th Annual 4th O f July Celebration 


Summer is the time of year when 
bicycle riders appear everywhere. 
Young and old alike ride bikes for 
exercise, work or just for fun. 
A bicyclist is governed by the same 
traffic laws and regulations which 
apply to automobiles. 
The following is a suggested bicycle 
code by the Ohio Department of High­ 
way Safety: 
1. Learn and obey all traffic laws and 
regulations which apply to bicycles. 
Those laws are the same as apply to 
automobile driving. 
2. The bicycle should always be kept 
in excellent operating condition. Major 
repairs and adjustments should be 
made by a bicycle serviceman. Take 
the bicycle to the serviceman twice a 
year for a safety-check. 
3. Always use good bike riding form. 
The basis for good form is to have a 
bicycle that is the right size for the 
bicyclist. 
4. One should never try “ stunt” 
riding or “ show off” in traffic. 
5. Be alert for sudden incidents 
which could prove to be dangerous. 
6. Make sure the bicycle is equipped 
with required accessories such as a 
light, horn and rear reflector. 
7. Always ride at a safe speed for the 
amount of traffic and the condition of 
the road. Do not ride too fast downhill. 
8. Do not ride if you are tired or have 
been ill. 
9. The bicyclist should avoid riding 
on heavily traveled streets or high­ 
ways by using streets that travel in the 
same direction with less traffic. 
10. Ride at a safe distance from 
trucks, buses and other vehicles and 
never hitch rides on such vehicles. 


11. Maintain good control of the 
bicycle. A careful bike rider will never 
carry passengers or large packages. 
12. Be courteous about giving 
automobiles and pedestrians the right- 
of-way. 
13. Keep both hands on the handle 
bars for good control. 
14. When riding at night, wear light- 
colored or reflectorized clothing and 
always turn on the headlight. The 
bicycle light and reflector must be 
visible from a distance of at least 500 
feet. 
15. The bicyclist should keep to the 
right side of the road, riding in the 
same direction of the traffic. If the 
bike breaks down, remember to walk 
with the bike on the berm of the road 
facing the traffic. 
16. Do not weave the bicycle back 
and forth when in traffic. Ride in a 
straight line. 
17. Do not ride on sidewalks, except 
in congested traffic areas. If it is 
necessary to ride on the sidewalk, 
yield 
to 
the 
right-of-way 
to 
pedestrians. A Circleville ordinance 
forbids riding bikes on the sidewalks. 
18. Do not ride more than two 
abreast, except on paths or roadways 
set aside for bicycles only. Single file 
riding is the best way to ride. 
19. The proper hand signals for 
turning and stopping should be used at 
all times. 
20. The bicyclist should never enter 
the street from a sidewalk, alley or 
driveway without stopping to look both 
ways. 
This code is to help make it easier 
and safer for bicycle riding. A safe 
rider is usually a good rider. 


M>^^£axpayer.s Ask IRS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U. S.

(Q) Because I’ve taken a job, I’ll 
have to get someone to take care of my 
child. For the purposes of the child 
care deduction, will it make any dif­ 
ference whether I pay a babysitter to 
come into my home or take my child to 
a day care center? 
(A) Yes, it will make a difference. 
The maximum deduction for child care 
services performed within your home 
is $400 a month. However, for child 
care services performed outside your 
household, the maximum monthly 
deduction is limited to $200 a month for 
one child, $300 for two children, or $400 
for three or more children. 
(Q) Are child care expenses for 
teenagers deductible? 
(A) Your Child may qualify for the 
child care deduction if he is under 15, if 
you are entitled to claim an exemption 
for him and if you are entitled to claim

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) - A 
federal ban on use of a birth control 
drug led to the sterilization of two 
young girls and a $1 million suit 
claiming the operations were per­ 
formed without their consent, an an­ 
tipoverty worker says. 
Mrs. Crelia Dixon, the head of the 
Montgomery Fam ily Planning Center 
which arranged for the operations for 
12-year-old Mary Alice Relf and her 
sister 14-year-old sister, Minnie, said 
the girls had been getting periodic 
injections to keep them from getting 
pregnant. 
But she said that the drug was or­ 
dered off die market recently by the 
Food and Drug Administration and the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare threatened to cut off funds for 
operation of the center if use of the 
drug was continued. 
Mrs. Dixon declined to identify the 
drug involved, but a state health of­ 
ficial identified it as Depo Provera. He 
said it was banned on the grounds that 
it produced an abnormally high female 
hormone count. 
“ We talked to them about the other 
alternatives that they could possibly 
ase,” Mrs. Dixon said of the Relf girls. 
She said it was agreed the girls 
would have tubular ligation operations 
performed, which would leave them 
sterile. She said the center had ar­ 
ranged sterilization for ll persons 
during the past year, not all minors. 
She refused to comment further on 
the case.

GI Bill Benefits 
Expire 19 74 For 
Many Veterans 


GI 
Bill 
education 
and 
training 
benefits for thousands of Vietnam era 
and post Korean Conflict veterans will 
expire on May 31, 1974, Pickaway 
County Veterans Service Officer Jim 
Shea announced today. 
He emphasized that the 1974 ex­ 
piration date does not affect the GI Bill 
on-the-job, farm cooperative, a p ­ 
prentice or flight training benefits for 
these veterans. 
Most education lK*nefits for those 
discharged prior to June I, 1966 will 
expire on May 31, 1974, the eighth 
anniversary date of PL 89-358. This law 
allows each veteran eight years to 
complete his training, with the time 
computed from the veteran’s date of 
discharge or from the effective (Lite of 
the law, which ever is later. PI,89-358 
did not include flight, apprenticeship, 
on-the-job and farm cooperative 
training. Eligibility for this type of 
training was added by PL 90-77, ap­ 
proved August 31, 1967, and allowing 
veterans pursuing such training until 
August 30, 
1975, to complete the 
training, according to Shea.

Ervin Unsurprised By Reports 


HAMILTON, Ohio (AP) — Sen. Sam 
Ervin, chairm an of the Senate 
Watergate Committee, said Thursday 
night Sen. I/)well Weicker, R-Conn., is 
a “very courageous person” and the 
“last person I would think could be 
intimidated.” 
Meeting with newsmen here, the 
North Carolina Democrat referred to 
charges leveled by Weicker during 
T hursday’s 
televised 
com m ittee 
session that the White House had tried 
to intimidate him. 
Ervin said the charges did not 
surprise him because Weicker had told 
him about alleged intimidation efforts. 
Ervin suggested the best thing to do 
rn further intimidation attem pts is 
“just don’t pay any attention.” 
Ervin also said he will leave it up to 
President Nixon to decide whether the 
I Ye si dent 
will appear 
before 
the 
committee. 
While he said he would not be 
satisfied with any written explanation 
the President might provide con­ 
cerning the bugging case, Ervin said 
he would “rather not have the sub­ 
poena issued.” 
Ervin, here to speak at a Miami 
University 
branch campus, called 
ousted White House counsel John Dean 
a “very good witness” who passed a 
“good test” by recalling large parts of 
his testimony despite repeated com­ 
mittee cross-examination. 
“ I think all the members of the 
committee have done a very good job 
on (cross-examining) Dean,” he said. 
Ervin said the list of enemies the 
Nixon administration compiled shows 
that there were people in the White 
House who were afraid “of letting 
other Americans exercise their con­ 
stitutional rights.” 


He said leaks of his committee’s 
activities were “unfortunate.” 
Ervin upheld his decision to continue 
the public Watergate hearings despite 
special prosecutor Archibald Cox’s 
worries that they might hurt the 
chances of fair trials for anyone ac­ 
cused in connection with the break-in 
and bugging. 
“I think it would be much easier to 
get a fair hearing after the Senate 
committee finished its investigation 
because the evidence will be revealed 
and the truth more or 
less es­ 
tablished,” he said. 
Discussing the discrepancy between 
some of D ean’s 
testim ony and 
documents offered by the White House, 
Ervin said the White House documents 
were statements by White House 
counsel, “and a lawyer is supposed to 
be on his client’s side a little bit...” 
He said White House counsel were 
“interpreting a lot of things the ways 
that were most favorable to the White 
House and I would expect” that. 


Ervin cited his 15 years as a judge in 
declining to point a finger of guilt at 
anyone involved in the Watergate 
case. 


“ I spent 15 years of my life as a 
judge...my practice is not making 
decisions until I’ve heard all the 
evidence.” 
He later told students at a lecture on 
“Computers and Privacy” that he had 
become aware of many instances of 
systematic government invasion of the 
privacy of citizens who had done no 
wrong, but who disagreed with 
government policies. 
He told the students that he thinks 
the younger generation will do “a 
much better job of running the affairs 


of this country than my generation has 
done.” 
During Ervin’s news conference 
Sen. John Tunney, D-Calif., addressed 
the students and said that if Dean’s 
testimony is true it could be “the most 
serious charges ever leveled against a 
P resid en t...it could be that the 
President could be subject to im­ 
peachment.” 
During the news conference Ervin, a 
jovial man who constantly salts his 
serious discussions about Watergate 
with jokes, broke the group of news­ 
men up with this one: 
“I got a phone call one night from a 
man in Kentucky who told me he was a 
preacher and that the Lord had told 
him to tell me all about W atergate,” 
Ervin said. 
“I said I couldn’t do that but would 
be glad to have the I^ord come and tell 
us. I said that if the preacher came 
instead somebody might call it hear­ 
say,” he said.
